'" Washington, May 15.—The confer- 
ence between Assistant Secretary Day 
and Senor Dnpny de Lome, the Span- 
ish minister, lasted over an hour and 
•was confined. entirely to a discussion 
of the extension of relief measures in 
Cuba. 


No objection was made in behalf of 


the Spanish government to the supply 
of food, medicine and clothing to tne 
distressed Americans in Cuba, but it 
was clearly understood that the relief 
is to be extended only to American cit- 
zens through agencies noi yet decided 
upon. 


The Spanish authorities have not re- 


corded any objection on their part to 
a general distribution, provided this is 
not carried to the extent of provision- 
ing the insurgent forces in their resist- 
ance to Spain. 


On this point it can be stated posi- 


tively that it is the present idea of the 
administration that it will have ful- 
filled all of its proper functions when 
it has cared for its own citizens. 


Attention was called by the Spanish 


minister to the fact that the Red Cross 
had been given full permission to op- 
erate in Cuba and that in the distri- 
bution of its charitable offices the so- 
ciety makes no distinction in national- 
ities, so that the distressed Spaniard, 
Cuban or American might with equal 
right claim its bounty.

Washington, May 15.—The fact that 


the senate was not in session and that 
compartively tew senators were at the 
Capitol had a quieting effect upon the 
situation in regard to Cuban affairs. 
There was still, however, much inter- 
east in the course that the matter may 
take on Monday. 


Senator Morgan said that the mess- 


age of the president, if it should apply 
ouly to relief measures in the way of 
iood and clothing, would not cause 
bim to deviate from his 
purpose of 


pressing his resolution for the recogni- 
tion o£ a state of war as he had given 
notice he -would do before it was as- 
sumed that the president would send 
in such a message. 


The friends of the Morgan resolution 


will not antagonize measures contem- 
plating temporary relief, but they are 
not disposed to accept such measures 
in place of a more general 
and far- 


reaching declaration. The opposition 
also probably will acquiesce in a reso- 
lution appropriating money to relieve 
immediate wants. 


Senator Hale, who is generally recog- 


nized as the leader of the opposition to 
all measures looking to a general dec- 
laration in the Cuban Interest, is ab- 
eent from the city. 


Senator Morgan has no purpose of 


changing the form of his resolution 
in any respect. 


"[ was fully aware of the situation 


when I prepared the resolution," he 
said, "and therefore find in the recent 
publications in regard to it no reason 
for altering my plans/^

Mr. Vanderlip at pres- 
ent is serving as private secretary to 
the secretary of the treasury, and he 
was Mr. Gage's first appointment on 
assuming his office on March 4. He 
was born at Aurora, Ills., and is 32 
years of ago. He finished his educa- 
tion at 
the University of Illinois, 


where he made a specialty of political 
economy and finance. Tn ,-1888 he ob- 
tained employment as reporter on the 
Chicago Tribune and soon thereafter 
was made its 
financial 
editor. He 


served in this position eight years and 
then became associated in the publica- 
tion of The Economist, which was re- 
garded as an authority in its special 
field.

History of the Monument. 


On July 4, 3811. more than 85

Washington. The Society had not 
then acquired its peculiar distinction

ington was as near to them as Grant 
is to the veterans' organzations of the

•hundredth anniversanrof "Washington's 
Mrth produced another revival of 
patriotic memories, and a committee 
of citizens started a new fund for the 
-monument In honor of this centen- 
nial there was a great procession, and 
in the division given up to trades was 
a car drawn hy seven horses and carry- 
ing the cornerstone which had heen 


- prepared for the monument, , 


Again the next year there was a 


great parade, and the stone was laid 
ta cha center of Washington square

, -jusndenee hall.

At the four corners of the plat- 
form are fountains, served by allegori- 
cal figures of American Indians, repre- 
senting four rivers, the Delaware. 
Hudson, Potomac and Missippi. 


On tbe sides, each of these fountains 


5s guarded by typical Ajneriean ani- 
mals, eight in all. At the front and 
back of the pedestal are two allegori- 
cal groups, the former representing 
America seated, holding in one hand a 
cornucopia; in the other a trident, and 
having at her feet, chains just cast off 
She is in the act of receiving from her 
victorious sons tho trophies of their 
conquest.

"RETRENCHMENT, OR RUIN." 


The Baltimore Sun gives a review 


of an article contributed to the Fo 
ruin by ex-Secretary Morton under 
the above title, In which be shows 
that the present rate of increase ol 
federal expenditure is at a pace thai 
kills, and there is no telling when 
this pace will be lessened. We are 
told that in some parts of the coun- 
try the tax rate, in the aggregate, 
la now from 5 to 6 per cent, on the 
assessed valnation of property. This 
is startling. 


In 1840 the net ordinary expendi- 


tures of the federal government were 
•1.41 per citizen; in 1890, they were 
14.75, and at present they are still 
higher. Tbe gross expenditures per 
cltizsn in 1840 were 11 65; in 1890, 
they were $10.06. "In proportion to 
cost there can bardly he found a lo 
cal government," says Mr. Morton, 
'that makes so small a return to the 
citizen as that made by the federal 
government." From 1,850 to 1860 
the aggregate net ordinary expendi- 
ture, exclusive of interest and pre- 
miums, was 1568,363,368; from 1870 
to JS80, «1,631,164,380; from 1SSO 
to 


1890, 
12,098,348,562; from 1890 to 


1896, *1,9771379,687. At this rate 
the net ordinary expenditure, exclu- 
sive of Interest, which will of Itself 
be an enormous sum, from 1800 to 
1900 will aggregate $3,290,633,145, Or 
neatly as much as for tbe twenty 
years 
preceding 
1890! 
"From 


1890 to June, 1896, we gave away In 
pensions 1840,363,077, or 42.50 per 
cent, of the net ordinary expendi- 
tures." And yet no ono will pretend 
to say that the government is any 
better now than it wai in tbe days 
when economy was the watchword of 
every honest member of congress. 
Mr. Morton notes the fact that pen- 
sions, instead of diminishing since 
1880, 
as would have been the case 


under any other than a system of 
fraud, have largely increased. Be- 
tween 1870 and 1880 the pension 
bounty 
was 
under 
1400,000,000, 


whereas between 1SSO and 1890 it was 
over 1700,000,000, and In the last six 


rears over 1^00,000,000! There are 
thousands of pensioners put on the 
list on the strength of their oath 
tuft* {.hey*are victims pf chronic dis- 
eases contracted ID the service, who 
have obtained insurance policies by 
smearing equally forcibly that they 
are entirely free from chronic or any 
other kind of maladies. Mr. Morton 
claims that these fraudulent cases 
should be investigated, but tho gen- 
tleman is as arthst as an unborn 
babe If he thinks It will ever -be 
done. 
The ex-secretary further 


lays: "Public building jobs, riva 
and harbor jobs, naval contract jobs, 
sundry civil jobs, exposition bounties 
—these are broad lines of waste In 
congressional .. appropriation bills. 
The whole scheme of the government 
Is affected by reckless expenditure. 
Tbe burden it lays on producers is 
not considered; only the benefit con 
ferred on officials and a few special 
interests Is had in mind. 
This can- 


not continue indefinitely. 
Waste 


and excessive taxes in time of peace 
constitute opression, and oppression 
brings fatal, consequences.-' 


With snob a condition of things as 


this confronting them, to say nothing 
of tbe billions of dollars extorted from 
the mass of the people for the benefit 
ot the protected industries, these 
blind creatures continue to support a 
party that is responsible for it all. 
People who should know better will 
maintain that extravagant or reck- 
less expenditure by the government 
gives prosperity to the country, ig- 
noring the manifest fact that this is 
money of which they have in the first 
been robbed through the operation of 
a high tariff and which undergoes an 
enormous shrinkage in the process of 
first being transferred from their 
pockets to the treasury and thence 
back to the original owners. 


In the earlier days of the republic 


congressmen, especially those from 
the south, refused to support a bill 
that would operate injury to the 
country at large simply because it 
would benefit his district. ISfow, the 
rule is reversed, and, if need were, 
the member would not hesitate to 
trade his vote to defeat any great 
public measure, to secure that of a 
brother member to push his little 
robber bill through; and it is deplor- 
able to reflect that he would thereby 
elevate himself In the estimation of 
his short-sighted constituency.—New 
Orleans States.

But all of a sudden it was intimated 


in the highest quarters that it wonld be 
impossible to invite President Jvaure 
without inviting the president of the 
United States, aud for some reason or 
other an impression got abroad that, al- 
though the chief magistrate of France, 
who is famed for his bonhomie and who 
was brongh! up in England, would 
'make no dirHfralty about precedence 
and, in fact, creaw no fuss, -willing, in- 
deed, to accept with genial indulgence 
all the arrangements made for his re- 
ception, yet that it would be necessary 
to be much more punctilious and in 
every sense of the word moro partitnlai- 
with the president of the United States. 


The opinion -was expressed that capi- 


tal would fc>> made in America if Major 
HoKinley appeared to be treated even 
with the faintest suspicion of less con- 
sideration than the emperor of Russia 
or of Austria, and that therefore his 
participation in the festivities might in 
the end prove productive 01 more ill 
will than of .friendly feeling. 


This was the view taken in official 


and foreign circles. It is said to have 
been confirmed by private letter from 
the British embassy at Washington, and 
accordingly, as it was held impolitic 
under the circumstances to invite the 
president of the United States, it was 
resolved to abandon the idea of asking 
President fanre. 


It is impossible to deny that this de- 


cision has proved a source of keen re- 
gret to the people at large in England, 
for there is no doubt that if the chief 
magistrates of the two greatest repub- 
lics in the world had been invited and 
bad accepted, their presence at the cele- 
bration would have constituted the most 
picturesque feature cf the ceremonies. 
By virtue of their position as rulers they, 
would have preceded all the foreign 
princes and prineesse&of :the blood who, 
to the number of more than 100, are to 
figure in the grand procession on the 
anniversary day. 


The" only hitch that there would have 


been~would have consisted in the pres- 
ence of the kings of Belgium and of 
Saxony, both' of whom, according to 
present arrangements, are to come to 
London for the jubilee, for, while on 
the one baud it would be preposterous 
tb expect that the rulers of two such 
great powers aa the United States and 
France should follow meekly in the 
wake of a couple of kings of third or 
fourth rate who are .classed under the 
head of "petty sovereigns," yet it may 
safely be taken for granted that these 
two anointed of the .Lord would have 
been horrified at the notion of yielding 
th« "pas" to a couple of men whom 
they regard as of- plebeian birth, who 
liav.e no royal fclood, iri^their veins and 
who8e_dignity is merely ephemeral and 
due to the maneuvers of" gome political 
caucus.—Marquise de Pontenoy In Chi- 
cago Record."

Wift.-onsin Has Taken Cp the Indiwtry In 


£»rneitt. 


Tho beet sug;\r iudnstry has been 


started in earliest in Wisconsin. The 
plant at Mffuoruonee Falls is now turn- 
ing ont tbe product in fairly large 
quantities, having successfully passed 
the 
4, experimental stage. 
It represents an investment, of $300,- 


000 and has u capacity of disposing of 
275 tons of beets every 24 hours. An es- 
tablishment of this kind cannot fail to 
bo of great benefit to the neighborhood. 
Practically all the material it uses is 
grown in the immediate vicinity, and 
nearly all the money it spends in oou- 
ductiug the business stays in this oue 
locality. 


It furnishes employment to men, 


\voiiieii and children ill the fields raising 
the beets and employment to hundreds 
of others in the factory, where the beets 
are converted into sugar. 


There ought to bo 100 of these con- 


cerns in, Wisconsin, and there ought to 
be hundreds of other factories crcctea 
in the other states which are in the sug- 
ar beet region, such as Michigan, north- 
ern Illinois, Iowa, southern Minnesota, 
parts of Kansas and Nebraska and tin 
rest in the far west.—Chicago Tribune.
